THE WORK OF RESCUE 


(Special Ily Scrlpps-McHae) 


Johnstown, Pa., July 11.—At dawn 


today the bodies of forty victims of 
the Cambria 
mine 
horror' 
were 


brought to the surface. 
The rescue 


party had counted forty ' more, but 
they were unable to get them owing 
to the deadly gas that fills the en- 
tire mine. 


Other Bodies There 


• Ea..mates of the death rate reach- 
in gover 150 are now considered mea- 
gre. 
Some of the party say that 


they saw over a hundred more bodies 
that were bey*nd. their reach. 


Pathetic Scenes 


The scenes around the mouth of tho 


mine arc heart-rendering as tho bod- 
ies are brought up. 
Mothers and 


Trlves and children of the dead miners 
gathered at the mine early this morn- 
ing and when tho first body made 
its appearance they broke into tears 
and lamentations. 


Police Necessary 


The entire police force of tho city 


and of tho Iron Co. Is necessary to 
keep the-Avomen from the mine Itself. 
They.' are frantic with grief. 


The faces of the dead arc all scar- 


let and the poor fellows had their 
stiffened hands uplifted to their faces.

Only Four Saved 


Beyond the four 'men In the hospi- 


tal It Is almost certain .that not one 
man escaped alive. 


Due To Fire Damp • 


Officials of the Cambria mine have 


made a statement that the explosion 
was due to fire damp and that 
the 


number of dead would not exceed 
eighty. 


Driven Back by Gas. 


Driven back by poisonous gases, tho 


rescuers, many of whom were over- 
come, have fought their, way back 
through the workings, carrying can- 
vas shields to close Hide passages so 
the big fans could remove the gases. 
Four unconscious men, still 
alive, 


•were brought to the surface. ' 


This Is Johnstown's second appall- 


ing disaster. It Is only less frightful 
than the calamity of May 31, 1880, In 
loss of life. 


How many are dead It may tako 


several days to fully determine, but 
that it Is a long and shocking list Is 
certain. 
It was nearly an hour after 


the explosion before any 
general 


knowledge of what had happened got 
abroad. 
Men who came from 
the 


mines, escaping with their lives, told 
the news. 


In hundreds of homes there were 


pathetic scenes. Hundreds of persons 
rushed to tho "Point," and awaited 
news that did not come from the Ill- 
fated mine. 


Permit None to Enter. 


At the opening across the 
river 


from the "Point" the Cambric Iron 
Company police stood guard, permit- 
ting no one to enter the mine, from 
which gases were coining,. 


Mine Foreman Harry Rogers, his as- 


sistant, William Blanch, and 
Fire 


Bosses John Whitney, John 
Ratalll 


and John Thomas were overcome by 
tho gases, and It Is believed they per- 
ished In an heroic attempt to rescue 
the miners. 


The 15 year old-son of Harry Rog- 


ers, when he heard his father had 
been overcome with 
after 
damp, 


started -down toward the "Klondike" 
to help rescue him If possible, and ho 
had no sooner entered-the drift when 
the gas overcome the lad and he had 
to be carried back. 


Boy Rescuer Overcome. 


Young Rogers, who Is employed In 


the mine, was among those who' es- 
caped through the Mill creek shaft. 


Two men who had escaped unhurt 


from the mine, Richard Bennett and 
John Meyers, went, bock to see whfit 
assistance could be rendered, but tho 
damp drove them back, and they fell 
prostrate when they finally, after a 
desperate struggle, reached the out- 
side. 


Their story of the situation In the 


main made it clear that rescue work 
couldtnot proceed from tho Wcstmont 
opening, and then hasty preparation* 
•were made to ^begln tha task at the 


creek entrance of the mine, flvo 


nine's* away. • 


The few survivors describe the con- 


dition as frightful. 
Outside of tlrj 


Klondike the mines n*o safe and un- 
injured. 
Within the fatal limits 'of 


the mine the havoc wrought by tho 
explosion Is such as beggars descrip- 
tion. 
Solid walls of masonry three 


feet through were torn down as If 
barriers of paper. Tho roofs of tho 
mine were demolished and not a door 
remains standing. 
Miners who left 


the mine by way of the Mill, creek 
entrance brought stories of crawling 
over tho dead bodies of their 
com- 


rades. 


. These Men Are Heroes. 


The stories of tho men who escape! 


are wonderful. 
Tom Foster, an is- 


slstant foreman in 
the 
Klondike, 


was among the first to emerge from 
the Mill creek shaft. 
Shortly after, 


Powell Griffith, a flre boss, came up. 
Foster was in hl_ office when the ex- 
plosion occurred. Ills first thought 
was for the safety of the men under 
his charge. With the help of Roberta, 
an effort-was made to replace a few 
of the shattered doors. All the whllo 
the fire damp was closing 
around 


them. 
Through galleries Into head- 


Ings, warning and helping, the 
two 


men went. Roberts fell, but Foster 
staggered on. He met Powell Griffith, 
a fire boss. 


Forward they went, dragging 
a 


comrade Into a possible place of safe- 
ty here, giving a word of warning 
there, until human endurance could 
stand the strain no longer. Exhausted, 
they staggered into a heading where 
tho flre damp had not. entered. There 
they rested for a moment and then 
plunged forward, until finally 
they 


wandered into a water 
level 
and 


through it reached a place of safety.

Chicago Health Commissioner Tells 


of a Few Features of Sum- 


mer Treatment. 


Commissioner of Health Heynolils 


of tlio Chicago health 
department 


has Issued u call for volunteer nlil In 
the slum districts of Chicago. 
With 


his call he leaties a circular on the 
great necessity of care during 
the 


summer months from a liygcnlc stand- 
point. 
While thpy do not apply directly to 


Janesvllle-mothers still there 
nre 


facts in the list that they might 
do 


well to read. 
The pamplet Is the re- 


sult of a careful study of the condi- 
tions among the poorer classes. Many 
of the trivial things that a mother 
never knew are pointed out and tlio 
object of the whole matter Is to edu- 
cate the masses to care for them- 
selves.

• 
"This Inspection and relief service 


is not Intended, except Incidentally 
and in case of emergency, as a medi- 
cal charity. 
' Primarily, Its object is 
'.the instruction of mothers, and those 


In- charge of Infants and children, in 
the hot weather hygiene of the young 
—their feeding, clothing bathing, and 
care—with a view to the prevention 
rather than the cure of disease. 


Secondly—but of equal Importance 


—its object Is the correction of sani 
tary defects and the abatement of 
nuisances prejiidlcal to the health of 
adults and children alike. 
• . 


"For the first, the department clr 


cular on the 'Hot Weather Care of 
Infants and Young Children" is 
a 


fairly good guide. This circular, which 
is publisher in various 
languages, 


should not merely bo furnished 
by 


mothers, but should be 
explained 


v(orhally by the inspector, with cspec- 
inl stress on the points which come 
under notice during the visit. 


"For example: 
If any Infant Is 


found feeding trom a rubber tube 
nursing bottle, do not be 
content 


with pointing out what the circular 
says on this 
disease breeding evil, 


but emphasize, illustrate, 
and ex- 


plain until the. mother understands 
and promises to abandon it. 


"Practically teach the sterilization 


. of milk, the preparation . of 
Infant 


foods, hot weather clothing, the bene- 
fit of comparative nakedness during 
the heat of the day, bathing, and the 
use and necessity of pure \vnter, In- 
ternally as well as exte'rnahy, and 
how to sterilize hydrant water for 
drinking purposes.. 


."Inquire, especially, ns to the milk 


supply: personally examine Its qual- 
ity. 
Give needed advice as to treat- 


Ing and keeping It. and report name 
and address of milk dealer whenever 
In doubt as to the relation of milk to 
existing sickness."
